} 1S faid from Milan June the 26th, That the 
Queen of Spain, on the 23d. attended by the

And 
after her Majefty had taken a view of all rhe fine 
Places She went on board the Feluccas, and as She 
went off, the Artillery was difcharg’d feveral times, 
and feveral fine Fire-works were play’d,and abundance 
of Illuminations fet up; and at her deparrure made 
Prefents of Great Value by feveral Ladies of Qualli- 
ty: That on the 4th of the Next Month ‘tis advisd, 
that the Queen goes from Milan in order to go on boaid 
the Bricifh Fleet Commanded by Sir John Leake. 
The 2 Mails which arriv'd Yefterday Morniog,bring the 
following Advices, bearing date the 12th of July, That 
the Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene, upon 
the Enemies Motions in the Night, detach’d ummediate- 
ly 20 Squadrons towards Tournay, part of them being 
to pais the Lys, @nd to cut off their retreat to Ipres. 
And that they mig‘ir be timely purfued, Orders were

Some 
Squadrons being fentto Gavernon, they took rhe Can- 
non and the Enemies light Baggage with a.1 thole that 
guarded it. The Army is mov'd nearer the Lys to pre- 
vent their retreating towards Ipres. The Garrifon of 
Menin has flain a great many ot their Straglers, and 
carried off a confiderable Booty; That our Army is 
ordered to pals the Lys, and to March towards Rou- 
felaer, while Prince Eugene with his Body and rooeo 
other Troops which areto joyn him will befiege Tour- 
nay. That there being Troops before Ghent, that Place 
has oflered to Capitulate, Buc no other Terms will be 
granted, than to be Prifoners of War, and the Burgh- 
ers to be punith'd for their Infidelity.
